WASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—The war

charged with all the duties, civil as 
well as military of the governor of a 
province. 
The text of the order Is as 


follows: 


By direction of the President a di- 


vision to be known as the division of 
Cuba, consisting of the geographical 
departments and 
provinces of

Island of Cuba, with headquarters In 
the city of Havana, is hereby created, 
under command of Mojor General John 
R. Brooke, U.S.A., who in addition to 
command of the troops in the division, 
will exercise the authority of military 
governor of the island. 


Major General Fitzhugh Lee, tT.S.V., 


commanding the Seventh army corps, 
is assisted to the command of all the 
troops in th<i province of Havana. 


Major General W. A. Ludlow, U.S.V., 


Is designated as the military governor 
of the city of Havana and will report 
direct to the division commander.

of the action of Mr. Kearney he asked 
him if It was a fact that he had re- 
signed.

Sam Alexander, the well known mer- 


chant, died somewhat suddenly about 
12 o'clock Sunday eight. 
Mr. Alexan- 


der had been suffering for the last few

!ns in politics necessarily corrupt i 
demoralizing.

S»i the business 'of the school, the de- 


termination and distribution of its gen- 


" -«ral expenses, the levying and spending 


of taxes, the members of the school 
board have, quite enough to do, and 
they are generally especially fitted for 
this work by their training in private 
life.

He had command of the East- 
ern departments during that revolution, 
after 1873, and won many notable vic- 
tories, including those at Melonez and 
Aures. 
"While the revolution was in a 


critical state in the other provinces and 
its outcome was uncertain, he main- 
tained it with vigor in the territory un- 
der his command. 


In 1875, while reeonoitering with his 


escort, he was surrounded 
by 
2000 


Spaniards. 
Preferring death to cap- 


aure and subsequent execution at the 
hands of his enemies,*ht= attempted sui- 
cide by placing his revolver under his 
chin and firinR. The bullet came out 
between his ey^rows. • For months he 
lay between life and death, but was 
saved finally by Spanish surseons, who 
possibly hafl owed their own lives to 
his mercy. 
The Spaniards, believing 


he .was about to dl*. gave him a par- 
don. 
The hole which the bullet made 


when It entered the chin and came out 
between the eyebrows was always vis- 
ibly and shows plainly in the calmness 
of death. For his participation in the 
revolutionary movement. General Gar- 
cia was sent to Spain, where for four 
years he was confined In castles and 
fortresses, remaining there until peace 
was declared. 
He then returned to 


the United States and, together with 
Jose Marti, attempted anoher revolu- 
ion. 
He landed in Cuba with a few 


followers, but the country was tired of 
war and wanted to try the home rule 
offered by Spain. 


General Garcia capitulated to the 


Spanish forces In order to save his few 
remaining followers and was again 
banirhed to Spain in 1880, where he re- 
mained under surveillance until 1895, 
when the last revolution broke out in 
Cuba. 
Then he escaped to France and 


later to New Tork. 
His movements 


since that time and his active partici- 
pation In the war are familiar to many 
newspaper readers. 
After coming to 


this country n* endeavored to get an 
expedition to the Island of Cuba in the 
steamer Hawkins, but this met with 
Bhipwreck In a storm and the cargowas 
lost. General Garcia was the last man 
to leave the vessel. 
Undaunted by 


hia failure. General Garcia made an- 
other attempt to ship stores for the 
Insurgents, this time cbtaining the ship 
Bermuda. 
He was intercepted how- 


ever, by the United States authorities 
and was arrested on a charge of filbus- 
terlng, but released on $3000 ball. He 
forfeited this ball, and in a final at- 
tempt landed on the eastern coast of 
the Inland with one of the largest ex- 
peditions that ever reached Cuba.

City Trustees passed an ordinance Im- 
posing a license of *2W a quarter on the 
business, whereupon the. trading stamp 
concern engaged counsel to fight the 
ordinance. 
The first step -was *o take 


out an injunction and In the meantime 
the detestable schemft continued to run, 
Yesterday Judge Webb held that the 
validity of tlie ordinance could not be 
contested in that way, and he accord- 
ingly, sustained the demurrer and dis- 
solved the injunction. A stay of ex- 
ecution was not granted, and hence 
there is nothing to prevent the City 
Marshal from proceeding at once to 
collect the license fixed nnd in the event | 
of payment being refused to arrest the 
proprietors of the trading stamp nuis- 
ance. 


Fresno is thus far the only town on 


the coast that has imposed a high li- 
cense on th'e trading stamp scheme, and 
City Attorney Smith is daily In receipt 
of letters' from officials and business 
men in other towns, asking about the 
case. 
Those smooth Eastern gentry 


have been operating in other towns, 
and have been trying- to live off the le- 
gitimate profit of the merchants. 


The decision of Judge Webb in the 


cnse yesterday will be read with inter- 
est by the merchants of this city anfl 
will also be of interwt to people in other 
towns who are trying to free them- 
selves from the odious stamp scheme.

HYDRAULIC DREDGING. 


Important Decision by the Federal 


Courts. 


SAN FRANCISCO. Dec. 
12.—Judge 


Morrow of the United States circuit 
court today handed down a decision in 
the two cases of AlphonSO B. Bowers, 
against the San Francisco Bridge Com- 
pany, and the Pacific Coast Dredging 
& Reclamation Company, sustaining 
the validity of the Bowers patents in 
hydraulic dredging machines. award- 
Ing perpetual Injunctions and ordering 
an accounting of damages and profits. 


This decision involves the dredgers 


used 1>y Heldmaler and Neil, on the 
Chicago Drainage Canal, those used 
by the New York Dredging Company 
at Washington. 
Philadelphia, 
Port 


Royal, and Sabine T^ake In Texas, 
those built by the Bucyrus Company 
and used by the dredging branch of 
the American Dredging Company at 
Philadelphia, and also the dredgers 
used by the United States government 
In the Mississippi river. 
The decision 


is broad and sweeping In 
character, 


giving to Bowers all that he claims, 
and practically covers all the hydraulic 
dredgers In modern use. 


The decision has also brought balm 


to John L. Bone, formerly attorney for 
Bowers, who was today readmitted to 
practice in the circuit court by Judge 
Morrow, after having been disbarred 
for unprofessional conduct In connec- 
tion with the case.

to go Into a court of law and have 
the question of the legality of the act 
complained of decided In that forum. 
It is contended on »he part of the 
plaintiff that they have a right to an 
injunction in order, first, to avoid the 
multiplicity of suits, and, second, to 
prevent irreparable Injury to the plain- 
tiff by reason of the fact that the or- 
dinance is null and void. 


"As to the first proposition, whether 


or not a court of equity will enjoin the 
collection of a tax or license on the 
ground of preventing a multiplicity ot 
suits there is a great diversity of au- 
thority. Concedingwithoutdeclding that 
a court of equity would have that 
power I will first discuss the question 
whether or not the complaint in this 
action shows a state of facts that 
would authorize a court of equity to 
enjoin in order to avoid a multiplicity 
of suits.

of the lowest points in the range and 
the air naturally seeks this passage. 


"The winds blow across the range 


and through the pass sometimes at the 
rote of .eighty miles an hour, passing 
over the crest of the range like a cata- 
ract and Into the warm valley below. 
They blow for several days without 
cessation and often acquire such force
